The study should consider whether changes should be made to 

the Bulk and Yard Regulations in the S-RM1 Suburban Multi-Family Residential District, 

whether there should be any additional regulations or standards made to the Comprehensive 

Zoning Ordinance, and whether the current regulations and standards need to be amended, 

or if any additional supplemental use standards or a new zoning category are necessary to 

further regulate said use.
